BROAD SWEEPING DENIALS 

Broad sweeping denials of his 
part in the dump scandal were 
made by Selectman Nicholas De 
Felice, Tuesday night, at a 
meeting of the Baldwin Civic 
Association, at the Skating 
Clubhouse on Chestnut Street. 
ur De Felice told the andi- 
ence that he had been forced 
into the position of carrying 
a waste material from Reading 
to Wilmington, for fear of los- 
ing a trucking contract that 
he valued at over *50,000, 
Under the questioning of Atty 
Roland “ood, a member of the 
Baldwin club, and sometimes 
without the questioning, De 
Pelice made statements which 
included: 

He did not own the land on 
which the dump is located. (No 
one ever said he did, Fd) 

He did not bribe Selectmen 
Black, Brooks or Drew, (Ko one 
ever said he did, 8d) 

He inferred that the photo- 
graph which was published in 
the Town Crier on Oct. 19th 
had some dishonesty about it, 
and that it could not be i- 
dentified as being a picture 
of the dump, by himself or 
other Selectmen who went to 
the dump with him, while he 
took pictures (after Oct 19). 
The pictures which he took, 
he said, proved that it was 
not the same dump which had 
been pictured (in the Crier). 
Purther, the Wilmington Fire 
Department had seen no photo- 
graphers at the fire, Mr De 
Felice stated, 

(The picture published in the 
Town Crier was taken on Aug. 
17 by @ North Reading man, be- 
fore the Wilmington Fire De- 
partment arrived. The fire was 
still burning on Aug 20, Ed) 


Mr De Felice stated that the 
multi-million dollar concern 
with which he has a contract 
made the arrangements, and

that in effect the only thing 
he could do was to go along. 
Mr De Felice would not admit 
that the place was a dump, 
saying that the stuff he put 
there was ‘brand new stuff - 
not used’ but admitted to 
Board of Health Chairman Gus 
Walker that he was tnansport- 
ing the ‘stuff’ to the site 
before he went to the Board of 
Health. In this statement he 
called the ‘stuff’ waste ma+ 
terial. 

Either the ower of the land, 
or someone else, it wasn’t 
clear, called the operation 
a ‘land fill operation’, ac- 
cording to De Felice, a state- 
ment which* Walker promptly 
clarified as being, in his be- 
lief a dump operation, and 
which De Felice then called 
‘land reclamation’ . 

This statement was part of a 
larger one to Wood, in which 
De Felice stated that he felt 
there was nothing illegal a- 
bout the ‘dump’. 

Wood asked De Felice if he 
did not hold up his hand ‘and 
swear, as a Selectman to up- 
hold the laws of Wilmington, 
and if he did not have know- 
ledge that he was acting pro- 
perly as a Selectman, to which 
De Felice said ‘I tried to get 
them to act in a correct man- 
ner. 

De Felice described his oper- 
ation, with regards to waste 
materials, as using three 
sites, (1) the Reading Dump, 
(2) a site off Main Street in 
Reading, and (3) the North 
Wilmington site, and ended his 
statements with an appeal for 
sympathy from the audience. 

‘Put the shoe on your foot’ 
he said, ‘What would you do if 
you had been working with a 
company for 27 years --- 1 did 
everything I could to prevail

Nolding that the regulations 
would make construction of new 
homes more difficult in Wil- 
mington, the board proposes 
that the new regulations be 
changed so that sewerage sys- 
tems can be installed two feet 
above the high water mark, in 
yards of new homes. 

The proposed regulations wi}1 
require a minimum height of 
four feet, between the high 
water mark and the bottom of 
the sewerage system,

stop building in large areas 
of the town, because of the 
low near-swampy conditions,

ONE METHOD OF HOME DEFENSE 


for a few of

The Town Crier suggests that, 
the homes in Wilmington, a method 
sprinkling could he of value, in 
of a "fallout" of nuclear ash. 

The United States yavy uses a heavily con- 
centrated spray of. water to defend their ships 
in anti-nuclear excercises, on the theory that 
nuclear ash is washed off the decks before the 
deadly rays have time to penetrate below decks. 

A similar method could be of use in a few 
homes, mostly those of heavier construction 
and not too many windows, or other openings. 

A sprinkler system on the roof, with mutters 
leading the water away to a "safe" place, would 
remove part of the deadly ash from over the 
heads of those within. We presume, in any case, 
that there are fallout-shelters in the cellar.’ 

Such a system woule not be a sure-all method 
but conld help to protect the people within the 
homes, in the event that the terrible day ever 
does arrive when such protection is needed. 

Of course this would mean a heavier ¢crain on 
the.water department, and would mean that the 
water department should be prepared, if at all 
possible, to continue its operations. 

We recommend this to the consideration of 
the Board of Water Commissioners. The problem 
isn't easy, but some relief can possibly be had 
with proper planning. 

In any event the Water Commissioners should 
plan for the continued operation of their de- 
partment.

Dear Larz: 

In regard to the nrogram held 
at the Wilwington sigh School 
on Nov. 1 under the sponsor- 
ship of the Wilrington Jay-Cees 

This was supposedly an educa~ 
tional program and perhaps 
most people believed it to be, 
including the Jay-Cees, 

It is my opinion and observa- 
tion that the two men who pre- 
sented the program were either 
members or supporters of the 
John Birch Society. 

The literature for sale in 
the lobby included the well- 
known Blue Book of that socie- 
ty (including application for 
membership), & a booklet enti- 
tled ‘vine Men Against Ameri- 
ca’ which is an attack on all 
the members of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and 
which accuses all nine of 
being either incompetent, 
leftist, fellow travelers or 
dupes of communism, I purchas- 
ed both in the lobby and have 
them for my ‘enlightment’. Ex- 
aming the other material that 
was for sale I found a major 
part of it to be John Birch 
Society approved material, 
After reading the Blue Book I 
find that the evening speech 
follows the theme of the Blue 
Book. It was also made in the 
emotional manner rather than 
the level headed manner of the 
educator, 

The John Birch Society bulle- 
tin of May 1961, which I pur- 
chased at this meeting, advis- 
es members to get as many or- 
ganizations as possible to 
show the film ‘Operation Abel- 
ition’.
